REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the Stratfcrd Schoo! Board: 

I hereby submit for your consideration my seventh 
annual report of the Stratford schools. 

At the close of the school year, June 15, 1940, we lost 
one teacher, viz., Elizabeth C. Sawyer, from Stratford 
Hollow. Her position was filled by Ellen W. Prescott, 
a graduate of the Plymouth Teachers’ College. Mrs. 
Prescott has had considerable teaching experience. 

The furnace at the Hollow has been put into good 
condition. The Hollow school building has been painted 
outside with two coats. ) 

A covering has been put over the cement floor in the 
Home Economics room. A gas stove has been added to 
the equipment, and several large cooking dishes for use 
in preparing noon lunches for the children. A fire 
blanket was procured for the department as requested 
by the state inspector. One sink, in the home economics 
room, was changed to make it more usable for the large 
classes in that department. 

The physical and chemical laboratory has been piped 
for gas. The gas is giving excellent results and wiill 
obviate the possibility of an explosion from alcohol 
lamps. 

The arrangement for the purchase of the major sup- 
plies is the same as in previous years. The supplies for 
the home economics department, manual arts, and noon 
lunches are purchased locally. 

The instrumental music is under the efficient man- 





acement cf Mr. G. E. Wentworth. There ars 34 pupils 
who are taking instruction. The vocal music is under 
the direction of our regular teachers. Some of the 
grade teachers who are not efficient in music exchange 
with one who is. The arrangement meets with satis- 
faction to all parties. , 
The health examination is made by Miss Delia B. 
Hapgood, R. N. Besides the routine examination, Miss 
Hapgood makes daily calls on the schools. She has 
erranged for 14 dental clinics. In those clinics, 140 
children were examined, and 135 received treatment. 
She also arranged for two chest clinics, in which 112 
children were examined by Dr. R. B. Keer. There is no 
means of evaluating the work of Miss Hapgood. 
_ Standard and other tests have been given. The State 
Board of Education furnishes the tests for the senior 
class each year. Drills in fundamentals have been con- 
tinued so that, if possible, there shall be no failures 
in the use of fundamentals for want of review. 

The children take an active part in plays, singing, 
speaking, assembly programs and debating. Besides 
the scholastic activities, there sre various games and 
activites suited for all grades and classes. Skating rinks 
have been made for the children at North Stratford and 
also at Stratford Hollow. The rinks are very much 
enjoyed by the children. 

The teacher of home economics, with much aid by the 
children. furnishes some form of a warm dish each day 
during the colder months for those pupils who bring 
their lunches. There are 123 pupils at North Stratford 
and 29 pupils at the Hollow who were taking their 
lunches in the fall. There have been some changes at 
the Hollow since early fall. 

The school census, taken last September, found 105 
boys and 119 girls, or a total of 224 children in town 
between the ages of five and sixteen. This is 14 more 
than were found one year ago. Of the number, 200 
were reported in school and 23 between five and eight 
and one between eight and fourteen were reported not 
in school. Two handicapped children were reported — 
one between five and sixteen and one between sixteen 
and twenty-one. 

From last year’s registers was gleaned the following 
data that may be of interest: 

Total unrepeated registration, 279; per cent of 
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attendance, 96.74; schools were actually in session 360 
half days; there were 162 tardy marks; 42 children 
had a. perfect record for the vear; there were 16 non- 
resident pupils in the elementary schools and 388 in the 
high school; 53 elementary pupils were transported by 
the district and 19 high school pupils; five school board 
meetings were held during the year; visits made by 
members of the school board, 13, by citizens, 77, and by 
the superintendent, 431.

Morrill, grades 1-2; Ellem W. Prescott, grades 5-8 at 
~ Hollow; and Carol Trafton, grades 1-4 at Hollow.
